I would like to call your attention to the fact that the Board has voted 
to extend the deadline for the ordering of our new "Ron Miller" medals. The 
new deadline is January 31, 1995. All orders must be received by this date as 
we Will only be ordering these medals on a prepaid basis with NO extra medals 
being ordered. Ron Miller was a well known and respected coin dealer who had 
many friends and business associates throughout the state and nation. The 
Board decided on this extension to provide the maximum opportunity for al] 
collectors and interested persons, to acquire these medals because announcement 
of their availability was delayed in several numismatic publications. 


Nominations are now open for the submission of possible candidates for the 
RON MILLER AWARD for the year 1995. A maximum of two persons may receive this 
award in any calendar year. All nominations must be in writing and only 
N.C.N.A. members (individuals and Clubs) may submit nominations! Eligibility 
and Criteria for nominees are listed below: 


1. Any active coin hobbyist residing within California at least five (5) full 
years prior with a verified record of service and support--significant and 
substantial involvement and interest--in numismatics, may be nominated. 


2. Membership in the Association shall not be a necessary requirement nor 
restriction; however, in the selection of recipients, those current Association 
members nominated may have preference over non-members or past-members. 


3. The Miller Medal shall be bestowed upon only individuals including husband 
and wife acting together, but not organizations nor groups. 


4. No posthumous nominations shall be submitted nor considered. 
5. The criteria shall be: superior, sustained, and significant support and 


service to numismatics and its coin hobby and/or devotion and dedication, 
consistent and meritorious, to numismatic organizations.

My Friends, 


These exist in cities and towns across our nation, in all fifty states. These 
meet in church halls, schools, recreation centers, and even in private homes. These 
may be just a loose body or a well-managed concern, and some of these have decades 
of history or just a few years. What Are 'These'? Local Coin Clubs. 


Coin Clubs are the forgotten foundation of our hobby. Many of, if not all, 
our hobby's participants had their initial contacts--hopefully pleasantly and posi- 
tively--at a local coin club, not at conventions nor major shows. It would be a pro- 
vocative mathematical computation to compare the total meeting attendance of our 
nation's local Coin Clubs to say the thousands that visit an American Numismatic 
Association (ANA) Convention. If statistics are facts, this speaks a mountain of 
our coin hobbyists' preference. 


Coin Clubs are the unrecognized facilitators of numismatic education. Yes, 
conventions and major shows have their workshops, Numismatic Theaters, and seminars; 
yet, it is simple Show 'n Tells and guest speakers at countless meetings at numerous 
times across our nation that disseminate knowledge. Again, Statistics. Local Coin 
Clubs educate far greater numbers that any single or even multiple number of con- 
ventions or major shows. 


Coin Clubs are the neglected promotors of fellowship and friendship. Conven- 
tions come, both annually or such, and end after some set number of days to relocate 
at a date elsewhere in the future. Coin Clubs, once a month or more, meet regularly 
bringing their members--along with visitors and guests--together in a small close 
confraternity at which camaraderie and relaxation ignites fellowship and friendship. 


Coin Clubs are the overlooked backbone of our hobby. More coin hobbyists be- 
long to, attend, and contribute to the hundreds or so local Coin Clubs across our 
nation than the total combined paid membership of our national and regional organ- 
izations; yet, both the national numismatic press and national leadership emphasize 
a few national conventions and major shows. This Is Unjust and Unbalanced. 


Coin Clubs are the future of our hobby and science. The health and well-being 
of our local Coin Clubs are the best barometer of our hobby. The national organiza- 
tions have their paid staff, their revenue, their endowments, and the domination 
of the national numismatic press; but, all a local Coin Club has is its members, 
and when these go, that is the club, so goes our hobby. The ANA will always be there; 
but, will a coin club in Anchorage, Alaska; Visalia, California; Cedar Rapids, lowa, 
or Atlanta, Georgia always be there? 


Foundation. Education. Fraternity. Backbone, and the Future. Each one of these 
five point to the local Coin Club's advantage and worth, and there are others. Over 
the decades, and now into the new century, the greater endowed national and regional 
Organizations shall survive and even succeed; however, to thousands--nay, tens of 
thousands--of our fellow coin hobbyists--like you and me--it, will be a local Coin 


Club which is their hobby, and their disappearance will spe the decline and end 
of our hobby.
